A RATHER RARE desert plant 
was dug up last week in the 
yard of Gilman Gist of Palm 
Springs. It proved to be a spe­ 
cies 
of 
Orobanche, 
commonly 
called the “Broom -rape". 
This 
peculiar plant is a parisite and 
its tuberous roots penetrate the 
soil for several feet until they 
can locate the root of another 
plant. 
When this is done the 
m ain tap root of Orobanche se­ 
curely fastens itself upon the 
host root and from then on it 
lives at the expense of the other 
plant and may eventually kill it 
in much the sam e way that mis­ 
tletoe parasitizes the mesquite or 
cat’s-claw. Gist becam e curious 
as to w hat these odd plants were 
obtaining for nourishm ent from 
his garden so he carefully dug 
up several of them and was 
amazed to learn th at they were 
feeding upon the roots of his pe­ 
tunias. This is a secondary host 
plant because in the open desert 
it only ordinarily parasitizes the 
burro-bush 
or 
cheese-bush. In 
fact, the common nam e for this 
species 
is 
t h e 
“Burro-wood 
strangler." A closely allied spe­ 
cies is called the Pinyon Stran- 
gleroot. 
found 
occasionally 
at 
higher elevations in the desert 
m ountains. The flower itself of 
this unusual plant, the Oroban­ 
che, is yellowish in color and the 
stem s are quite succulent. 


ON D I R E C TIONS received 
from Phil Delano, who first call­ 
ed the D irector’s attention to the 
tree, a special trip was made by 
the director and Calvin McMil­ 
lan, 
Botany teacher from the 
U niversity of U tah at Salt Lake 
City, to observe the rare Parry 
Pinyon in the field. This pine, 
which, although it is one of the 
nut pines ordinarily having but 
a single needle, has four and 
often five needles. In fact, its 
specific name, “Pinus quadrifo- 


lia”, m eans the pine w ith four 
needles. It has a very discontinu­ 
ous 
distribution, 
being 
found 
only in a very small area in Anza 
Valley of the Santa Rosa M oun­ 
tains and in another isolated spot 
in Lower California, and is found 
nowhere else in the world. 
It 
grows in association 
w ith the 
Kibbonwood and can be seen by 
driving off 
the Palm s-to-Pines 
Highway about two miles, on the 
dirt road leading to Anza. 


ASSISTING Richard Coleman 
of the U niversity of California at 
Berkeley, who is collecting in ­ 
sects for the Museum in connec­ 
tion w ith his special study on 
the distribution of the Black Fly 
in Southern California, is J. W. 
McSwain, also of that institution, 
whose specialty is beetles. Mc­ 
Swain has specialiezd 
on one 
group of beetles which includes 
the Soldier Beetle and the Iron­ 
clad Beetle. Entomologists who 
study beetles arc term ed “cole- 
opterists’’, and persons like Mr. 
Coleman who study only flies 
are called “dipterists". 
Using the M useum’s Reference 
Library last week to obtain m a­ 
terial for a geologic paper on the 
Garnet Hills and w eather ero­
